A. We cannot blame the Ingenuity of this Per- 
fon in fo treely reprefenting his Cafe, becaufe by 
the very Manner of his Speaking and thinking he 
feems to difcover .o us in Pare the true Reafon why 
his Prayers have no Succefs. Only in the firft 
Place we admonifh him, that fuch a Liberty of 
Thought oughc not ro be in any one that prays to 
God. A Man thar is fo eafily difpoted to Atheifti- 
cal Thoughts is nox fit to offer up any Petitions to, 
Or deferve the Aafwering of them from Goi, let 
the maiter of them be never fo juft. No Difap- 
Pointmment Ought to fhock him in his Belief of the 
being of God, or to eatercain the leaft Suilpicion of 
tt, becaufe this is the firft and moft certain of all 
Fruths, no Notion being Propoled to our uader- 
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ftanding with greater Evidence, unlefs ir be the 
Exiftence of onefelf. Let him therefore impute 
the firft Caufe of his Unfuccefsfulnefs to his rafh and 
Blafphemous Prefumption. At the fame Time he 
ought to underftand, that this Sentence of our Sa- 
viour, every one that asketh receiveth, is of the Na- 
ture of other Moral Maxims, which tho’ propofed 
in general Terms, yet for the moft Part cannor be 
underitood in an ablolure Senfe, bur muf admit of 
fome Reftrictions and Exceptions. By fingling out 
this Text alone one might indeed be juftly led into 
falfe Conclufions, but by comparing it regularly 
with other Texts of Scripture, it is evident there 
are feveral Qualifications required in him that 
Prayeth without which he cannot reafonably hope 
for Acceptance or Succefs with God. And thefe 
are Piety and Purity of Mind, Charity and For- 
giving of Injuries, a ftedfaft Faith in the Promifes 
of God, and an Honett Intention, as aiming chiefly 
in his Petitions at che Glory of God and his own or 
Neighbour’s Salvation. Befides in him thar Pray- 
eth there is required, Humiliry and Modefty, Ar- 
dency and Affection, Affiduity and Conftancy, a 
Defect in any of which may render his Prayers 
Sinful and Fruitlefs. But tho’ there be no Defe& 
either in the Perfon Praying, or in the Matrer aad 
Manner of his Petitions, yet there may be other 
Reafons why God delays Anfwering his Requefts, 
one of which may be to rry his Faith and Patience, 
For there is no doubt but Fob and other Holy Men 
in Afflictions, Pray‘d for the Removal or Mitigati- 
on of them, yet Ged was plealed ro Exercife their 
Patience that their Reward might be the greater 
thereafter. But yet for our Encouragement the 
Scripture likewife abounds with Inftances of Faith- 
ful Men, who by Prayer obtained the moft difficult 
Thing. For Prayer is indeed the Key of Heaven 
and the Ladder by which we Afcend thither.

mit were all Leap-Years except 1667. But by the 
fame Rule why fell it not on the 25th. of Feb. every 
Leap Year fince 1€92, fimce which Year it has not hap- 


pened on the 25th. aloee onec (i 1704 1 think ) & 


my Obfervation amd why particularly was it placed ae 


the 25th. in 16469 (which was no Leap-Year and con- 
fequently chere was then no boubie 6th. Day of the Ca- 
lends of March) which might of courfe been un the 
24th. Bue if all thw be at the Dif-retion of the 
Writers of the Calenders (and (as you fay) it feems 
indifferent on which Day it ub plac d, why do they not 
for Reguiariom Sake fix it t be estoer upon the one 
or the other (the 24th. or 25th.) 1 fancy T have 
feen or heard in fome Rubrick or elfewvers (wotch I 
‘cannot now R collect ) fome ule or Direétion toucring 
thu Matter, &c. I beg of you co let me fpeedily rnow 
your Opinion about ths Affair and you will Lighiy 
Oblige, your Admirer and '

A. The Rubrick you menrion we fuppoie 
other than the Sratute de Anno Biffextili, 21. HH 
z. whereby it is ordered, that the Day Increaling 
inthe Leap-Year, and the Day nex: going before, 
fhall be accounted forone Day. ‘This was done to 
avoid rhe Doubt of the Year and Day thar were 
wont ta be Afdigued to Sick Perfons being implead- 
ed, to the end they might know (when the Leap- 
Year happened) how to reckon their Year and 
Day. bur do's ne way concern the Celebration of 
the Feftival of St. Matthias, There is ‘ikewile a 
Contirarion made by Simon Iflep Archbithop of 
Canterbu » in the Fourteenth Century concerning 
Hoty-Days ; bur chat only concerns the Number of 
thear and not tbe Time when chey are to be Cele- 
brated. No more does the Order made in the 
Time of King Edward che Sixe), Corretpondent to 
whicnm our Prefent Church Calendar is Framed. 
Wor do we find that any Confticution has Specified 
the Day on waich each Feftival is to be oblerved ; 
which filence piainly implies, that in this Marter 
the Ancient Tradition and Practice of the Church 
muit be cur Kule. The Church Calendar, as we 
obierved beiore, has fixed the Feftival of St. Mae- 
thiason the 24h. of Feb. and tho’ many Of our 
Year y Writers of Almanacks take the Liberty tn 
l.eap- Year ro place icon the 25th. for the Reaion 
we have alieady given; yet to us the Obfervation

ef ihe 24¢7. (as Auchorized by the Church) is per- 
petual and nna‘rerable, nor in Law can any other 
pais for ce Feftival of St. Mazesas bur the 24th. 
alone. So that the Objections you bring from Ord 


Almanichs will fiznify nothing in this Cafe; and 
why one 4lin sack inakes it to be on the 2524, in 
1667, we can giwe no other Reafon, bur the Igno- 
rance or Blunder of the Author, which perhaps 
you wiil find io no other A’manaeck of that Year 
but that alone, tor ia any other than Leap-Year 
there car. ve no Kealon for placing this Feftival 
on the 25¢/. 

Q. Gentlemen, I receiv'd much fatufaltion from 
you in your Anfwer to my ObjeGions to the Court. As 1 
have kert a Diary of all my Ovfervations fince I came 
toTown, I will pruceed aceurding to it, After I found my

May the joth. Are that the French Army 

Paffed the Scarpe the Day before in the Af- 

ternoon, and Encamp’d their Right at Roquelin- 
court near Arras, and their Lefr at St. Eloy having 
the Hills before them: That the Dutch Infantry 
between Vitry and Arleux was ordered this Morn- 
ing to join the Main Army, and all the Detach- 
ments were recalled ; that the Palatines who ar- 
rived the Day before at Tournay received Orders 
likewife to March to this Camp with all Speed : 
That this Morning at Eight a Clock the French 
Ariny Decamp’d and March’d in Order of Battle
